If you come up from Wasliington take the beltway, 1495 , to the fork above Kiver 
Hoad and take the left fork tliere. It is marked Frederick and Rockville. It merges 
into 1270, wliich loses that identification at the first Frederick exit. It then 
becomes first 1)8 15 N and then is joined by US 4011. But on tliat road and do 
not leave it until exit 7, marked Hood College and Fort Detrick. Tills is a half 
clover leaf. You go toward Fort Detrick for about a city block, l’his means you havo 
lopped under the road on wliich you were. In about a city block, on the left is the 
beginning of Shookstown ltd. Stay on it about 5 miles. You wul.l then begin to ascend 
the mountain, having been in a valley, and about 5—4 blocks after you start going 
uphill, the first streot after you are climhing, i3 Old Receiver Road. Go right on 
it about .5 miles to our mailbox, wliich is large and lias the number 7627 on it. 

If you sliould want to stop off on the way to Washington, and unless there is a Red- 
skins game at that time you'll be welcome, and if you aro on I70B, take the first 
exit at Frederick. It feeds you into the eastbound lane of US 40 S E. Get into the 
left lane and in about a city block there is a crossover. It leads ihto Bowers Road 
on which, in about another block, you'll turn left. deadends in Shookstown road at 
the very bottommof the mountain. Turn left and thereafter the other instructions///// 
ipwlyxxx apply. The lane goes only to our homo.
